LOSS OF THE BROOKLYN. 


& Steamship Goes Down and Eighteen Lives 
Lost. 
‘Sew York, October 21.—The steamship 
‘Brooklyn, formerly the Tonawanda, Captain 
Carson, which sailed from Barien, Ga., Octo- 
ber 13th, with a cargo of lumber for the South 
Brooklyn Sawmill company, is supposed to 
have been lost with all on board (#ighteen per- 
sons in al!) in the gale of the 12th, as she is 
pow six daysover due. A vessel answering 
gompletely to her description was passed by 
the steamer Cherokee, October 17th, sixteen 
miles east of Body island with her bow twenty 
feet out of the water aud her stern apparently 
on the bottom. Her bow ports were out, 
showing lumber inside. The vessel was seen 
the same day by the steamer Iroquois, hence 
for Charleston, and on the 15th by the steam- 
ers Santiago and Chalmette, which arrived at 
this port on the 19th. The Brooklyn was a 
_gerew steamer of 845 tous. She was built in 
Philadelphia in 1864, and was owned by the 
South Brooklyn Sawmill company. The 
steamer State of Texas, from Fernandina, re- 
ports: October 20 the Body island light bear- 
ing west northwest, fourteen miles distant, 
passed a sunken wooden steamer in nineteen 
fathoms of water; was standing on end, with 
but fifteen fee®of her bow and bowsprit above 
the water; was loaded with yellow pine lum- 
ber, some of which was protruding from the 
bow ports, one of which was gone altogether, 
and the other lying over on the hull. The hull 
was painted black, with sheet iron about 214 
feet wide, painted red around bows; is in track 
ol cousiwise vessels and is very dangerous. 
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VIRGINIA’S COUPON CASES, 
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The United States Supreme Court Postpones 
Their Hearing Again. 

WASHINGTON, October 21.—A number of 
tases presenting another phase of the legal 
coutroversy which has been going on foralong 
time overthe Virginia tax coupons, were set 
down for argument in the United States su- 
preme court today, but when the cases were 
reached on the docket, the chief justice an- 
nounced that their hearing would be postponed 
untilthere was a full bench. The court is 
about equally divided on the Virginia bond 
question, and it was for this freason the argu- 
ment was deferred. It is not improbable that 
the new justice to be appointed by Presidgnt 
Harrison. to take the place of the late Justice 
Matthews, wili have the casting vote in this 
important question, which has been before the 
court in one form or another for some years. 
Thesupreme court several years ago, bya 
close vote, decided that coupons on the bonds 
of the state were receivable for taxes and must 
be accepted by the tax collector. The state 
resisted this decision and passed the law which 
practically rendered the supreme court’s de- 
Cision of no effect. ‘The present case came up 
ONasuit brought to test the validity of these 
laws, and the whole question in dispute may 

re-opened. No decisions of general inter- 
est Were rendered today.

A WEEPING TREE. 


Phenomenon in Tennessee that Puzzles Scien- 
tists and Awes the Superstitious, 

JACKSON, Tenn., October 21.—One of the 
marvelsof this neighborhood is a weeping tree. 
Kain or shine, drouth or wet spell, make no 
difference toit. Day after day drops of water 
continually fall from its leaves and branches, 
keeping the ground underneath continually 
damp and the aircool and refreshed even in 
the hottest weather. Looking at the tree in 
the bright sunlight, its leaves sparkle as if 
myriads of diamonds were sprinkled over 
them. 

This wouderfnl tree is located on the farm 
of Captain J. H. McMillan, just east of the 
Southwestern Baptist university. It is an 
early May cherry, planted twelve years ago, 
measures about six inches through and bears 
most delicious fruit in season. Many people 
have visited the place and examined the tree, 
but as yet no one has been able to furnish a 
plausible explanation of the phenomenon. 
‘there is a well located only a few feet from 
the tree, and it is probable that this may 
have something to do with it, but the 
rootsof the tree do not extend into this 
Weil or touch its waters, as examination has 
shown. ‘The superstitious of the neighborhood 
account for the weeping by the fact that the 
tree stands in the midst of what was during 
the wara soldiers’ burying-ground. In 186 
the skeletons of a number of soldiers were re- 
moved from the place for final interment, and 
there are people who, in some way or another, 
connect this weeping tree with the disturbed 
repose of the dead warriors. 


JAY GOULD SERIOUSLY ILL. 


He Looks Pale and Worn, and Suffers From 
a Hacking Cough. 

WicniTta, Kan., October 21.— A rumor was 
in circulation here this afternoon that Jay 
Gould, who is now on his way east from Den- 
ver, Was seriously ill, and as a consequence a 
number of people had assembled at the depot, 
where the Wall strect wizard’s train arrived 
over two hours behind time. In 
explaining the delay the engineer of 
the train indiscreetly acknowledged that they 
were delayed because Mr. Gould’s physician, 
who is traveling with him, positively ordered 
that no fast time be made, because his patient 
could not stazd the fatigue. When Mr. Gould 
alighted from the train it was seen that he was 
very pale. He apparently decided to walk up 
and down the platiorm, but had only taken a 
few steps when he began to cough. His physi- 
cian at once hurried him on board the train 
again. 

New York’s Guarantee Fund. 

New York, October 21.—The finance com- 
mittee of the world’s fair met today and 
adopted a form for subscriptions to the $5,000,- 
000 guarantee fund. A corporation 1s to be 
formed to control and manage the exposition, 
and subscriptions are to be invited for stock in 
this corporation. 

By resolution 1,000 subscription boaks will be 
printed at once. These books will be handled 
by the general committee and placed broadcast 
throughout the city and placed in large bank- 
ing houses, banks, newspaper offices and ex- 
changes. 
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Fasting and Praying. 

Cuicaco, October 21.—The colored people 
of the city filled to overflowing yesterday the 
different churches which they attend, and 
passed the day in fasting and prayer. The 
colored pastors preached sermons and prayed 
for the power of the Almighty to relieve the 
colored people of the south from oppression 
and wrong. Yesterday was the day set apart 
by the recent convention of colored clergymen 
at Indianapolis for prayer and supplication on 
behalf of the suffering negroes in the south. A 
dispatch from St. Louis says similar services 
were conducted in the colored churches there.

“GET OUT, QUICK!” 


WORDS, IF HEEDED, MIGHT HAVE 
PREVENTED A TRAGEDY. 


THE KILLING OF FRANK J. BOWMAN 


A Quarrel Between Former Partners in a 
Newspaper Kesults in a Terrible Tragedy 
—Other Criminal News. 


St. Lovurs, October 21.—Frank J. Bowman, 
the well known lawyer, who has figured in so 
many matrimonial troubles here and Chicago, 
was shot and instantly killed by B. M. Cham- 
bers this afternoon, at Ferguson, Mo. The 
killing grew out of the trouble between the 
parties over the old Times newspaper. 

Chambers was a stockholder and principal 
owner of the paper up to the time of its de- 
mise. Bowman was also financially interested 
in it. He bought, among other things, the 
Associated Press franchise of the paper, and 
has been in litigation over the matter with 
Chambers ever since. This afternoon, Bow- 
man, accompanied by Depaty Sheriff Garrett, 
of St. Louis county, called at Chambers’s 
house in Ferguson, Mo., eighteen miles west 
of St. Louis. His purpose was to levy an at- 
tachment on Chambers’s life imterest in his 
wife’s estate, or whatever property he might 
be able to find. Chambers met Bowman and 
Garrott at the gate. Bowman said: 

‘*‘I have come to levy on your property.”’ 

“All right,’’ responded Chambers, and he 
entered the house. 

Deputy Sheriff Garrett afterwards explain- 
ed that he thought Chambers had gone to got 
some papers. He was mistaken, for in a few 
minutes, Chambers stepped out into the yard 
with a double-barrelled shot gun in his hands. 

‘Garrett, you get out of this place, and get 
out quick,” he said. 

Garrett walked away. 

‘‘Now, Bowman, I give you three minutes 
to get outof these grounds,”’ continued Cham- 
bers. Bowmau did not move and in an in 
stant Chambers raised his gun and poured a 
load into Bowman’s heart. The men were 
close together and the full load took effect in 
the chest. Bowman fell dead. Chambers 
coolly walked into the house, and at 4:30 p. m. 
he was still there awaiting arrest, while Bow- 
inan’s body lay in a pool of blood in the yard, 
nobody venturing to touch it, as the coroner 
had not yet arrived. A large crowd sur- 
rounded the place, but there was no demon 
stration. 

Bowman was at one time prominent at the 
local bar but was disbarred on account of his 
questionable practices. B.M. Chambers was 
at one time a prominent St. Louisian. He 
was president of the Butchers and Drovers’ 
bank, which failed a dozen yearssince. After 
this he bought out the old Times, succeeding 
Stilson Hntchins, Hestayed with the paper 
till it failed. Bowmanjcame here from the east 
to attend chambers and other legal matters. 
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THE CHICAGO TIMES’ SUIT. 


The Grand Jury Considers the Charge of 
Over-Issue of Stock, 

Cuicaco, October 21.—The grand jury this 
morning considered thejcase of James EK. West 
and Charles E. Graham, held by Justice 
Brayton on the charge of fraudulently over- 
issuing the stock of the Chicago Times com- 
pany, and found an indictment against them. 
The indictment was returned to Judge Baker 
and capiases issued for the arrest of West and 
Graham, who are out on bonds of $5,000. 

Three matters were decided against West 
during the day. 

The first was indictment by the grand jury. 
Next Judge Waterman made aruling refusing 
to issue a mandamus to compel recognition of 
West’s associate, W. A. Paton, as a director 
of the Times company, and finally some im- 
portant proceedings in the federal court before 
Judge Blodgett. The latter held that while 
on the surface there appeared to be several 
issues in the bill involving all the defendants, 
there was in reality but one point to be de- 
cided, the others being of little importance. 
This point was the ownership of 5,000 
shares of the Times company stock in 
which Huiskampf alone of all the 
defendants seemed concerned. This was the 
only real issue of the proceeding and clearly 
constituted separable controversy. Collateral 
allegations in the bill could not affect the 
main issue. The court would deny the mo- 
tion to remand to the state courts and would 
retain jurisdiction of the issue and conse 
quently of the entire bill. West had con- 
tended that the controversy was between him- 
self aud all the defendants, avd that therefore 
the state and not the federal court had control’

ang Nothing Done in the 
Cronin Trial. 7 

Cuicaao, October 21.—Five different times 
today the Cronin jury was complete, unless 
the talesmen on the stand at the moment was 
subjected toa peremptory challenge. Three 
times the prosecution interposed and twice the 
defense. 

Tonight the jury was still incomplete, four 
jurors having yet to be sworn in, but with 
three of the four practically accepted by both 
sides. Tomorrow the proceedings will open 
with the state in possession of twenty-three 
peremptory challenges and the defense but 
three. 

William L. James, son of the prominent 
British-American lawyer, R. A. W. James, 
said today, in an interview, that the suspect 
Kunze was one of the men who occupied a flat 
on Clark street where the furniture of the 
Carlson cottage is supposed to have been first 
taken.

The Confession of Annic Green, Who Told 
Another Story. 


Newark, N. J., October 21.—Annie Green, 
the thriteen-year-old girl who said she had 


been assaulted and robbed of about sixty dol— 


lars on Wednesday night last, near her father’s 
house at Kearney, N. J., confessed today that 
her story was a pure fabrication. She saysshe 
spent a portion of the money in Newark buy- 
ing a watch and chain, etc., and with the re- 
mainderjwent to New York and secured a room 
in a hotel. Getting scared in the hotel dining- 
room by the advances of some men she left 
and took a train for Harrison, N. J. Arrivy- 
ing thereshe threw her purchases undera cul- 
vert atthe Erie railroad bridge, then wet her 
clothes thoroughly, and in that condition went 
to her father’s house and reported the 

robbery. The cloak has beenjrecovered by the 
police, but not the watch and chain. The 
girl’s father still believes in her original story.

Ferry Says the British Gevernment Were 
Not Surprised at the Occupation of Tunis. 
Panis, October 21.—M. Jules Ferry, in a let- 

ter published in the Estafette, says that the 

occupation of Tanis by the French was ex- 
pected by England after the occupation of 

Cyprus by forces of the latter government. 

Italy also foresaw such action. M. Ferry also 

declares that while he was in office he made 

no engagements with Signor Crispi, Italian 
prime minister, regarding Tunis, In July 

1880, the quirinal communicated with M. 

DeFreycinet then French prime minister, 

touching the compensation to be made for the 

occupation of Tunis, but the communication 
produced no result. President Carnot. is 
making arrangements for a visit to Algeria. 
Count Diilon says he resigned the secretary- 
ship of the Boulangist fund beeause there is 
no fund left. He alsosays that should he take 
his‘seat in the chamber of deputies he would 
not participate in purely political discussions. 

It is reported thata majority of the Boulangist 

deputies will join republican groups. 

An Italian Denial 
Rome, October 21.—The Tribuna, replying 
to Ferry’s letter in the Estafette, declares 
that Count Corti in 1878 refused an offer of 

Tunis in order not to embroil Italy and 

France. Waddington assured Count Corti 

that France would do nothing in regard to Tu- 

nis without baving a prior agreement with It- 
aly. Marquis Noailles, then French ambassa- 
dor at Rome, repeate¢ this assurance to Signor 

Cairoli.

Bern, October 21.—Klaiber, the man who 
made an attempt to assassinate Prince Wil- 
liam, of Wurtemburg, while the latter was 
driving to church at Ludwigsbug yesterday, 
has been examined by physicians, who pro- 
nounce him sane. Heisa member of an an- 
archist soeiety, the members of which are 
sworn to kill all princes. The society recently 
drew lots to decide which of the members 
should kill Prince William, and the. choice 
fell upon Klaiber. 


Will Visit Bismarck. 

Vienna, October 21.—The Fremden Blatt 
says that Count Kalnoky, imperial prime min- 
ister, in accordance with an invitation ex- 
tended to him during his late visit to Berlin, 
will visit Prince Bismarck at Fredericshrue 
within a fortnight. 


A New Russian Loan. 

St. PeTeRspura, October 21.—It is stated 
that arrangements have been made with the 
Rothschilds for new Russian loan which will 
be offered to the public about the middle of 
December, 

The czar and his family have donated 900- 
000 roubles for the surferers by famine in Mon- 
tenegro. 

The Ravages of Cholera. 

Lonpon, October 21.—Cholera is still raging 
in the valleys of the Tigris and Euphrates. During 
the past three months there have been 7,000 deaths 
from the disease. 


DOGS AS HORSES. 


The Country Where They Are the Beasts of 
Burden. 

Paris, October 21.—I have met M. Nantet, 
the Belgian author, who follows the usage of 
his country in utilizing the dog as a draught 
animal. He hasa little phaeton, drawn by 
dogs, in which he drives about when at home, 
and in which he has come from Brussels to 
Paris. M. Nantet thinks that Belgium, with 
her cheerless sky and sodden soil, is able 
to hold her own and be among the most 
prosperous nations of Europe, because 
the dog is not only the friend and 
comrade, but the carrier of the poor man, 
The costermonger and his wife in Paris or 
London are broken down prematurely from 
fatigue, and the stabling or fodder for a don- 
key ts a heavy tax on their profits, but their 
Belgian brethren can house their dogs with 
themselves. The dogs, after being unhar- 
nessed, dine with their, masters, andjinfwinter 
— before the kitchen fire. 

The strength of a good draught dog is mar 
velous. He does not spoil roads like a horse, 
and when tired he asks to lie down, a favor 
always granted; and, on being rested, goes on 
again cheerfully. 

The pair which drew M. Nantet is of aver- 
age size and strength, and had a long line of 
aucestors. who did good work in their time as 
carriers, When at an inn their master used to 
unharness them and take them with him into 
the coffee room, where they lay down at his 
feet. He drove all the way. unless when there 
was asteep hill to climb. At a place called 
Louvroi! the mayor heard he had come into the 
town, and informed him that his equipage 
came within the reach of the Grammont law 
for the protection of animals. ‘‘Very well,’’ 
answered the Belgian, who was preparing to 
start, and he ordered the dogs to get into the 
phaeton and sit onthe seat, while he drew 
them, They obeyed, and stayed there until 
they were beyond the bounds of the commune,

ANOTHER NEW MISSIONARY DIOCESE 


»* 
A Colored Delegate Speaks on the Colored 
Clergy’s Petition—Other Business Before 
the General Conference. 


New Yorx, October 21.—In the genera 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
church today Rev. Dr. Hanckel moved that 
the memorial presented by the colored clergy 
be taken up. Rey. Dr. Phillip Brooks urged 
the importance of the question and spoke in 
favor of its immediate consideration. 

Rev. Paulus Moore, colorea delegate from 
the missionary diocese of Cape Palmas, also 
spoke in favor of the motion. 

A delegate from Kentucky argued that the 
question had already been practicably settled 
by the convention by allowing acolored Gele- 
gate to speak on its floor. 

Motion to suspend the order of the day was 
lost. 

The report in favor of ceding a portion of 
the diocese of Michigan and making ita mis 
sionary diocese, was approved. 

At the afternoon session Dr. Hart moved 
that the house of deputies concur with the 
bishops in the addition to the service for the 
solemnization of matrimony, moving that the 
words “which” and the words “is com- 
mended’’ in the exhortation, and an additional 
clause be inserted enlarging the designation. 

The motion was lost, the house refusing to 
concur with the bishops by a small majority. 

A prayer for patience under suffering was 
next adopted. The second section in 
the communion of the sick 
providing that “in times of 
contagious sickness or disease, or when ex- 
treme weakness renders it expedient, a short 
prayer should suflice,”’ was adopted. With 
proposal to substitute the word ‘‘priest’”’ for 
‘‘minister’’ in the communion of sick in present 
rubrics,the house of deputies refused to concur. 
The first section in order for the burial of the 
dead wasadopted. The second voted down. 
The sub-section omitting the selection of 
psalms for holidays was adopted. 

The bishops notified the house of deputies 
that they could not concur with them in ad- 
journing on Thursday, October 24th, and asked 
for a committee of conferesce. It was ap- 
pointed. The house concurred with the bishops 
on the third section. Several unimportant 
changes were made. The last amendment 
adopted by the house of bishops providing for 
changes in the consecration of bishops was 
adopted. House then adjourned. 

The Board of Missions. 

New’ YorkK, October 21.—The board of 
missions of the Protestant Episcopal 
church held its final meeting and 
adjourned sine die tonight. Bishop Burgess, 
of Quincy, presided. A resolution was offered 
by Mr. Paulus Moore, of Liberia, praying that 
the salaries of missionaries in that jurisdiction 
be fixed at $850, and deacons at $500, payable 
quarterly. &The resolution was favorably re- 
ceived but action was deferred. The report of 
the treasurer of the board showed that chil- 
dren contributing to the missionary fund num- 
bered 190,000. The aggregate received in money 
from this fund was $46,705, 1,629 Sunday 
schools being represented by the donors. 
The triennial report of the church building 
fund was read by its treasurer, Judge Prince, 
of New Mexico. It displayed a mest flourish- 
ing condition of the fund. After referring the 
final disposition of the moribund million dollar 
enrollment fund to the board of managers, the 
house adjourned.

New York, October 21.—[{Special.]—Miss 
Nora Savage, a petite young lady, was com- 
mitted for examination as to her sanity in the 
Tombs police court.

The 
steamer is completely wrecked and the cargo 
scattered to the waves.

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THAT LICENSE TAX BILL. 


The Purpose of the Amendment Recently 
Introduced by Senator Bartlett. 
Macon, Ga., October 21.—{Special.]—Re- 
cently Senator Bartlett introduced in the sen- 
ate, and had it passed a bill to empower the 
mayor and council of the city of Macon to levy 
and collect a larger amount of license tax 
than is now allowed by law, namely, $30,000, 
The intention of the bill is not to increase the 
individual rate of license tax, but that the city 
be allowed to collect as much as. $50,000 li- 
cense tax per annuin, if necessary. Under the 
present law the city is not allowed to collect 
over $30,000, by which rule, when that sum ig 
collected, a person who has not paid license. 
could not be compelled to pay it. The pur 
pose of the new proposed law is ta 
make every man doing business in the city 
pay a license tax. His plan, it is said, will have 
the tendency to reduce the license tax. The 
bill reads: That the mayor and council of the 
city of Macon shall have the power to levy 
and collect from licenses and business taxes 
the sum of at least fifty thousand dollars an- 
nually,or such other sum as they may deem 
necessary, and for other purposes. There 
is some complaint that the words “‘at least” in 
the bill do not make the meaning of 
the bill very clear. Representative Huff hag 
addressed a letter to the board of trade of Ma- 
con stating that he was opposed to the bill, 
and submitted his views at length. The 
board met this afternoon and adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution : 


Resolved, That in the opinion of the Macon board 
of trade the question of license taxes should be left 
to the discretion of the mayor and council, and we 
7 im favor of amending the present law to thaé 
effect. 

A copy ofthe resolution will be sent te 
Bibb’s rpresentatives in the legislature.

Mountaineer. 
Paris, Texas, Letter in Galveston News,

It will be 
remembered thaton the 16th of last month 
Dr. J. M. Stephens, an eminent physician of 
Paris, sighted a balloon about ten miles north 
of here drifting in the clouds. His report cre- 
ated no little excitement at the time, as no one 
knew'éf its ascension or has since heard of its | 
alighting. The fact was widely telegraphed 
by the newspaper reporters of Paris, The 
News’ correspondent had .not thought éf the 
ciscumstance for several days. until the Frisco 
came in today from the Indian territory. John 
Stokes, a reliable citizen. of the Choctaw na- 
tion, was one of the passengers. He lives be- 
tween the Kiamshi river and Seven Devils 
mountains. The reporter has known him for

The queer people saluted him by bowing,and 
began talking ina language which he could 
not understand; whereupon they put their 
hands to their mouths, indicating they were 
hungry and thirsty, and at the same time pro- 
duced several pieces of this gold, which they 
held toward him. He gave them something to 
eat and drink, which they consumed with sat- 
isfaction. They communicated with him by 
signs, and pointed to the north as the place they 
came from. They invited him into their room, 
which contained some queer instruments, 
maps, stools and-places where they had stored 
provisions. The room had three windows and 
one door. The windows were covered with 
some transparent material which looked like 
hide of a very fine texture. The balloon, which 
was about two-thirds inflated, and held on by 
three long rods reaching from the ground, 
seemed to be made of the same material. 
The men were dressed in heavy cloaks 
and had their hair trained to stand straight— 
was trimmed in the shape of a cube, the short- 
est part being about an inch long. They were 
below the average size and of very fair com- 

lexion. Their hair and eyes were all black. 

fe tried to persuade them to remein longer,

Had the reporter not known Stokes to be an 
honest and sturdy man he may have doubted 
the story, but the queer coins and chart are 
here to show for themselves. The latter leaves 
no room to believe that the thing was created 
by Stokes as it is on an unknown material and 
finely executed; the letters and names on the 
chart are evidently of Grecian origin. A few 
of the former are identically the same as 
Greek letters. A comparison of it witha map 
of the Arctic regions shows that these men are 
trom the north pole, and had had some know]l- 
edge of the country further south.

Smith sound are 
plainly indicated there. The outlines where 
the map breaks off shows that they had a 
vague idea of Baftin bay. Mr. Stokes will 
make affidavit to his story, and at the News 
reporter’s request will carefully preserve the 
coins and map as being of rare scientific value.

management which bas brought itabout, All of us 
know that the road been vastly 
improved, that the service—both passenger 
and freight, is equal to any road inthe south, that 
more trains are run and better facilities given for 
travel and the transportation of freight than ever 
before; that nger fares are lower than upon 
any road in the south and the rates of freight cor- 
respondingly low; and that the management has 
always been liberal and progressive and done all in 
its power to help promote and develop the indus- 
tries of this section. 

sae this to be true, we desire to express 
clearly and distinctly our convictions that every- 
thing which may be should be done to encourage 
the present lessees in Seem, bee the new lease. 

The Louisville and Nashville road which, we are 
informed, has for years controlled a majority of the 
shares of the present lease, is recognized by us, as 
it must be by allwho areat all familiar with the 
southern railroad situation, as a potent factor in the 
progress and development of the south and has by 
reason of its interest in the lease done much to 
make the State road valuable. 

This road—the L. & N.—we are persuaded, may 
be induced to bid for the new lease, and will only 
be restrained from doing so by a refusal upon the 
part of the state to recognize the just claims of the 
present lessees. We, therefore, most earnestly peti- 
tion the general assembly to take steps whereby an 
honorable and equitable settlement may be effected, 
and thus assure to the state a bidder both formida- 

le and valuable, and one which, in contro! of the 
Western and Atlantic road, will, under its known 
liberal policy, doas much for Georgia as it has done 
for other states traversed by its vast system; and 
especially do we urge senators and representatives 
representing counties and districts located on the 
line of the State road to do their utmost to bring 
about such a desirable result.

WHY THIS DELAY? 
From the Marietia Journal. 

The general assembly has been in _ sossion 
geyeral months, and the most important question 
demanding their consideration is still in chaotic 
state. They have discussed the State road lease, 
but they have not disposed of it, neither have they 
perfected the act, The ciaim of the lessees for bet- 
terments stands unadjusted, it not even being 
known what their claim is, whether just or unjust, 
large or small, satisfactory or unsatisfactory, al- 
though a joint committee was appointed to investi- 
gate, but went to pieces in part by 
three members declining to act. It 
is believed by many that no _  intelli- 
gent or advantageous lease of the road can be made 
until it is known what the State road has to offer 
for lease and that cannot be determined until some 
understanding is reached with the present lessees, 
that will give aguietus to this mooted question of 
betterments. What business man istherein Geor- 
gia who would trifle with an important business 
matter ilke the Jegisiature has trified with the 
State road question? The future of this great prop- 
erty is involved and yet everyihing done so far in- 
dicates a purpose to let this property 
suffer, which may involve litigation, ex- 
pensive and disastrous. Itis high time that steps 
wete taken to bring about a changein the present 
outiook. The property must be leased and at a good 
price. This can only be done by clearing the title 
and removing all doubtas tothe condition of the 

yroperty to be delivered to the new lessees, whoevor 
they may be. It is the — of the legislature, 
therefore, to take steps at once looking to this end. 
Immediate action is demanded 7 the people. The 
tardiness manifested is inexcusable as well as costly 
to the tax payers. 

THE STATE ROAD LEASE, 

From the Courant, Cartersville. 

In some atpects of the case, it is somewhat surs 
prising that the question of disposing of the state’s 
railroad for anotner term has not been settled some 
time ago. The question was agitated fora year or 
more before the present menibers were elected, and 
they were sent there largely ior the purpose of dis- 
posing of this question. 

The press and people have been quietly waiting 
for their representatives to dispose of the question, 
but now there is a cry coming up from all quarters, 
and they want to know the cause ofdelay, Tous 
it seems to be largely due to a failuro to ascertain 
what the state can offer for lease. It seems to us 
that this can only be done by some just and satis- 
factory settlement with the present lessees, and yet 
this question is being dodged and bandied about 
like children would play with a toy. 

The lessees are making a Claim for improvement 
to the state’s property. They have a contract with 
the state; they have proposed tosubmit the con- 
tract and their claim to a commission to be named 
by the general assembly, com da of the best men 
in the state, to say what they are entitled to, if any« 
thing. To say that this is not fairisto assume one 
of two propositions: First, that the lessees have a 
claim under their contract which the legislature 
doea not intend to pay. Second, that they have no 
claim, and that a commission compcsed of the best 
men in Georgia may be cajoled or corrupted into 
the allowance of a claim which is not just. 

Either proposition is untenable and indefensible, 
and ought not to be seriously entertained by any 
momber of the general assembly. 

The tax paid by the lessees in Tennessee is ad- 
mitted to be due, for the landlord and not the ten- 
ant is responsible for the taxes Upon property. The 
excess of rolling stock is admitted to belong to the 
lessees, but n ed by the state, because the present 
lease expires during the busy season, when a!l the 
rolling stock now upon tbe road, and more, will be 
needed to move the busiucss. The additional side 
tracks are considered fixtures which some of our 
best lawyers conced: may be removed. 

So, ng any claim for improvements to the 
main track, bridges, ete,, the lessees ap to have 
aclaim which calls tor adjustment. hy, there- 
fore, this trifling with a grave oe Why not 
submit toa trib eg of Georgia’s best 
men, instead of risking litigation prolonged, ex- 
pensive and doubtful in the federal or state courts 
ot Tennessee? 

li the lessees are entitled to anything, let Geor- 
gians say for what and what amount, rather than 
have foreigners pass upon this question; and if they 
are entitled to nothing atribunal composed of our 
own le will assuredly say so. 

If the oasane are willing to submit their claim to

That being true a year azo it is 
evidently true now, then ther are 
entitled topay for their additional rolliug stock 
and their money refunded for taxes on the property 
in Tennessee if nothing more. It seems that the 
question might be settledin one week’s time by 
the legislature appointing a committee of five, all 
of Georgians, and have the lessees to agree to abide 
their settlement. That will keep the matter out of 
the courts and save the state trouble, cst and big 
fees for about a dozen lawyers. The legislature 
bas been in session over three tonths and 
may be in session three more in order 
to settie these two questions, when in our opinion 
the lease bill should be passed and the lessees 
settled with within the next ten days if the legisla- 
ture and the lessees will submit to an arbitration. 
The present lessees have treated the publie with 
the utmost fairness, and the Western and Ailantic 
railroad has been the first of all roads to reduce 
passenger farefand freight rates. So then lei’s treat 
them right and give them a fair and honorable ad-

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC AND ITS LESSEES.

tter. 

The demands of commerce and of the peosie are 
forcing such combinations, but fortunately for 
Georgia, she has the opportunity of two such com- 
binations, instead of one. Give us the twoand we 
may stand in no dread of the —— of monopoly, 

This opportunity is offered by giving the Louis- 
ville and Nashville people an entrance into the 
state over the Western and Atlanticroad. When 
once into the state, she must penetrate our seaboard 
and tap our rich hills of mineral by branch feeders. 

Shall we welcome or resist this ally of competi- 
tion? It is with the ple, because their repre- 
sentatives must respect their demands. 

The simple contingency is one that the people 
may remedy.

A WOMAN’S PLEA FOR WOMAN, 


from the Ladies’ Home Jourual. 

According to Professor E. D. Cope, “women 
ofa higher race or family will display superior 
traits to men ofa lower race or family, and hence 
women of superior lineage provoke favorable com- 
parisoy with men whose ancestors have emerged 
from semi-savagery within @ comparatively recent 
period.” 

It is not my intention togo info aa se re- 
ply to all the professor's statements, Dut I should 
hike tospeak a few words of defense for “weak 
women" whose fraiities seera to increase as the ink 
flows from the writer’s pen. Taking up a few of the 
charges such as: “We find in men &@& greater capa- 
city for work in those departments of intelligence 
which require mechanical skill of a high order,” if 
we remember the very short time that women have 
bad opportunity to show what they may doin those 

epartments, and how limited the opportunities 
are as yet, and then consider how fem‘uine deitness 
bas alieady given great promise, we may reflect 
with pride thatin the coming years woman will 
compete with, and fairly rival, the master work- 
man of her time. 

Astothe sop which the critic would give usin 
the possession of “capacity’’ inthe department of 
sesthetics of the person, we could scarcely claim a 
mcnopoly with justice when one remembers that 
anomaly called the “Dude.” As to woman's “de- 
ficiency of endurance of cbe rational facnliy and a 
general incapacity for mental strain,’’ Mary Som- 
merville’s stiperiority. was admitted by the first 
acientists in Europe and Christine Ladd Franklin, a 
fellow ofthe Johns Hopkins University, is one of 
the best mathematicians in this country, and so I 
might go on citing many brilliant females whose 
reputations are world wide, but what end would be 
gainea, as I should be told that they are the excep- 
tion, not the rule? 

‘ True, but give us time and justice and then be- 
mo!d the result. 

To the sta‘ement that “tthe best emotions are 

aroused in the man who findsa woman dependent 
‘mpon him for support,’”’ I would reply, had the 
critic carefully noted the police accounts, he would 
have found that many men refuse to contribute, 
from the marriage day, one cent of support for 
eltner wife or child, hx nce the constant appeals be- 
fore the magistrate andsuits for non-support. Asto 
the difficulty of “reducing the male man to the 
condition of the drone-bee,’’ of the process itself I 
shall not speak; but how about those who are to 
the manner born, who have been, and ever will be, 
@rones,—creatures who are fed and clothed by the 
wife’s earnings and who donot hesitate to accept 
all the comforts of life from the inferior animal? 
There has been more than one kind of ManteDini, 
and Dickens could more easily have reduced him to 
the turning of the mangle op paper than in real 
life. Scores of weary women who are thesole 
bread -winners for their families, can testify to the 
hard-earned week’s wages being wrested from them 
by their so-called lords and masters, while they and 
their little ones go supperiless to bed. Surely those 
who are students of human nature in the alleys 
and by-ways of life,—who have visited the hos- 
pitals and prisons, in the first, ministering to the 
victims of the cowardly ruffian whose “rational 
faculty’ is the boast of hissex and whose right to 
vote isnever chal:enged, or, in the second, coun- 
selling patience to the forlorn wretch who finds a 
barred ceil a sater refuge than ‘the protection af- 
forded her by the male,’’—surely these have seen 
far more significent sightsthan “ihe loading up of 
wagons with women to vote the men’s own ticket,”’ 
which the professor declares in itaiics, he has wit- 
pessed in Wyoming Territory. 

IT read also that woman suffrage would bea mis- 
take on the score that man and wife might espouse 
opposite political theories, and then the husband 
would be unwilling to entertain the members of his 
wife's party athistable. This might be a natural 
prejudice, but in some cases the wife is the house- 
holder and doubtless welcomes many persons for 
her husband's sake who are otherwise quilg detes» 
table to her. There areiustances of such Magna- 
nimity and might it not be possible as well as grace- 
ful for the husband to concede in a like case? I 
cannot believe that woman ‘would not improve 
the price of her labor by legislation.” Isit nota 
rational inference that, if the labor of mau and 
Woman was recognized as having equal claims, pay- 
ment therefore would be the same? Whereas now, 
there are always s0 muny per cent docked off for 
the weaker vessel, although it carriesas much 
weight. Ido not wish to be misunderstood; I am 
not a follower of Mrs. Stanton or of Miss Susan B. 
Authony, I have no wrongs of my own to redress, 
but Iam no less sympathetic with those who do 
guffer from these unequal conditions, The woman 
who pays large taxes to the government, has no 
voice in its furmation or in electing the rulers of the 
country. which she helps to support. 

The woman-teacher who performs the same 
duties asthe man teacher, and who gives oqual 
satisfaction to the board, but who is unhesitatingly 
cut down in the matter of salary, because she is a 
woman,—the woman-clerk, no matter how intelli - 
gent or ready a penman, who cannot obtain equal 
pay witha mau,—-the 1oan-tailor who doubles his 
price and gets it over the woman tailor,—even the 
little ‘‘cash’’ girls in our great stores who must sub- 
mit toa smalier dole, than their little masters,—all 
of these suffer simply because they do not wear the 
pantaloon. 

So it is from highest to lowest in position, woman 
1s often the object of the greatest injustice. “Sie is 
kept tolerably weli under, ain't she?’’ is said by 
more :ban one Noah Claypole; not that “she is so 
full of aimlessness and pettishness,’’as the professor 
kindly states, but simply because her sex is against 
her. Being under the o!d law “the woman that was 
given to be with the man,’. the new dispensation 
has not yet sufficiently emancipated her to permit 
her recognition in much, as man’s co- worker, and 
entitled in simplest justice tothe same remunera- 
tion. 

It is for this large proportion of our population 
that every clear-souled women must feel a right- 
eous indignation. The more sheltered and tended 
the condition of the one, the stronger the appeal of 
the other; pushed as stie often is by the incapacity 
of the male into the hurlysburly of the market 
place, finding that mau, who should be the readi- 
est to help her on, regards her as out of her sphere 
or simply as a venturesome enemy who must beat a 
rapid retreat at the first fusilade. The best of men 
will give women compliments and caresses, but 
they refuse them, with a strange irrationality at~ 
tributed only to tre weaker-sex, the earnest ac- 
knowledgement of their rights, 
« In the street car and in the crowded highway 
may be seen, night and morning, the women- 
toilers going to and from their daily labor. Surely 
they must be less frivolous and illogical than some 
charge them with being, or places could not be 
found in which they might work, Or is it that the 
capacity of man is greater than is generally sup- 
posed, and that he avails himself of these women 
employees, finding them quite as able and far less 
expensive than men? 

Why ask whether women’s work should pe en- 
couraged? Better ask how it could be dtspensed 
witb. Whole families have noother breed winners, 
and mavya sieuder girl has earned not only her 
own sustenance but the means to send a stalwart 
brother to college through her own unaided efforts, 

Then is it not more noble and gracious to yield 
women all that they ask, even the ballot itseif? 
For, depend upon it, that is no longer a matter of 
option with men. Ifthe women want the ballot 
they will get it. The collegesand professions are 
being opened to women, their relations to the 
yovernment and its offices will adjust itself. 

Before leaving Professor Cope’s yery interesting 
but hardly liberal paper, I would add that, having 
‘meekly borne, with therest ot my sex, the odius 

tion of ‘‘womeu, children and idiots,” has 
‘not the world gruwn too broad to rank the mothers 
and wives of the nineteenth century with the negro, 
whose sufirage, however unqualified, hardly places 
‘sim on the same platform? 

Predictions has already been made that from the 
ranks of woman, our future orators will come, and 


even the most grudging muat Acknowledge that 


+ 


woman, notwithstanding her pronounced “frailty 
of the rational faculty in thought and action,” has 
worked out some problems of literature and science 
that have made her sex illustrious. 

Sappho, Madame de Stael and George Eliot are 
more than names; and ‘“abnormal’’ though they 
may be, have, by their own greatness, compelled 
the admiration and respect of the polite world, 

From a socialogical stand point, pro-creation may 
de said to be the principal aim of life, and marriage 
thé means to preserve the species, but since the 
males elect in some inetances to remain single, why 
should woman be brought up with the idea that the 
capture and taming of man is the primafy object of 
existence? 

For many generations it has beer the fashion to 
sneer at women for their inordinate desire to pro- 
pitiate the other sex; now the tables are turned and 
we are frankly told that thet is the ultimate pur- 
pose of woman’s creation,, With all reverence for 
the sacrament of marriage, I cannot believe that 
every woman was intended for a wile, 

Many serve God and humanity nobly by remain- 
ing single, and whether wife or maid, is not a wo- 
man better for ail the decorous liberty that she can 
use? And is she not, as property bolder and bread- 
winner, entitled to the fullest recoguition from her 
brother man? 

These questions are asked with due deference, of 
those men who owe the rise of their own greatness 
to the wise counsels listened to ata mother’s knee; 
andofthe husband whose tower of strength las 
ever been, the supreme courage and clear judge- 
wnent of the women they called wives.

I don’t think I infringe on any 
one’s rights in doing so. To make buttermilk yeast 
cakes, take 4 cup yeast cake, dissolve in 2 cups of 
fresh buttermilk, 1 tablespoonful sugar, make a 
thick batter, half meal and half flour; set in a Warm 
place and letit rise, then thicken with meal and 
make out in small cakes and dry in the shade; turn 
them over occasionally. To make bread, take 1 
yenst cake and dissolve in 144 pint of water, 1 table- 
spoonful of sugar; make thick batter of flour, set in 
a warm place to rise, then sift flour, add salt, lard 
and a tablespoonful sugar, set in a warm pace to 
rise, then work your dough and put in a greasy pan 
for baking; let is rise again, then bake. Don’t have 
your oven too hot. I like this way of making 
bread because it will rise in warm weather without 
being kept in a warm place, and it rises each time 
in atew hours. I like the never-failing yeast the 
best ofall. If any of you wish them I will come 
again and give two other good recipes I bought; one 
for canning fruit in open vessels, and making 
sweet pickle. I would like to exchange a seiting of 
Brown Leghorn eggs for Plymouth Rocks. If some 
sister living near the coast will send me some shells 
—two large conch shells included—I will send in 
return some geranium cuttings, Will some of the 
sisters assist mein getting a woman tolive with 
me?

Mrs. J. F. Belden, West Branch, Mich.: To have 
flowers in the cemetery early in spring, some work 
must be done during the fall months. It may seem 
strange to some to make garden during the autumn 
months, but thatisthe only way to have flowers 
very early in spring, asthe suowdrops, crocus and 
some others arein bloom as soon as the snow is 
melted off. Last spring my crocus, scillas and 
snowdrops werein bloom the last of March, and 
very welcome were the little beauties after the long 
winter. The snowdrops, white crocus, blue scillas, 
white hyacinths, double and single, also the double 
and single white tulipsand white narcissus are all 
uery hardy and suitable forthe cemetery, as once 
they are planted they will continue to grow and 
bloom year after year. Some of the white lillies are 
also very hardy, and the hyavcinthus candicans is a 
beautiful autumn flowering bulb. It is hardy, 
living inthe ground over winter without any pro- 
tection. The flower stalk is over three feet high, 
and over halfofit is covered with pretty white 
balis drooping down. It would be a beautiful plant 
for the cemetery. Atter planting hardy bnibs on a 
grave, scatter seeds of white phlox drummondii on 
top, and do not cover the seeds, The phlox will 
come up and begin to bloom about the time the 
flowers from the bulbs begin to fade, thus giving an 
abundance of bloom from the first ofthe season 
until the last. This work must ‘be done during 
September or October, If anyone wishing bulbs or 
seeds for this purpose will write me, perhaps] can 
help them, asI have quite a fine lot of bulbs and 
some seeds,and can spare a few if anyone wauts 
them.

fHE SUPREME COURT SAYS HE MUST 
STAY 


—--<-— 


Refusing the Writ of Habeas Corpus— 
ghe Court Below is Affirmed—The De- 


cision in Full 
The supreme court made known its decision 
ip the Tolleson case yesterday morning, 
The case was before that court upon appli- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus. 
The court room was filled with spectators, 
and a great deal of interest was manifested in 


the case. 

The decision, which is given here in full, 
sustained the action of Judge Clarke. 

THE DECISION IN FULL. 

The decision was rendered by Chief Justice 
Bieckley, and is as follows:

ize as sound law. But how will surrendering 
eassets of one bank tendto convict a party of 
embezzling or stealing the assets of another bank? 
Or, supposing themn to be the same assets, therelore 
the assets of both banks, how would his surrender 
of them tend any more to convict him of embez- 
ging or stealing than his return of them? It seems 
to usthata prompt surrender in obedience to an 
order of the proper court wouid be favorable to inno 
epnce rather than evidence of guilt. If his denial 
of possession and his delay to surrender would bear 
ainet him more hardly by 1tason of the surrender 
when finally made, this would not be the fault of 
the court in coercing a surrender, in spite of his de- 
nigel and delay, but hisown fault in denying and 
delaying. Is a court to stop short in obliging a con- 
tumacious party to’ comply with a lawful order 
touching relief because such party has denied the 
fact on which the relief is founded and delayed 
complying with the order? We think not. Sup- 
pose a mali steals a horse and a statuary possessory 
warrant is sued out, can the thief keep 
the horse and refuse to produce it uncer 
the warrant because to produce it would tend 
tocriminate him? If so, an honest man would be 
on a worse footing in court than athief. Isit not 
enough to protect a thief against furnihsing eyi- 
dence that he has the horse; but when evidence 
satisfactory to the court comes from another source, 
must the court furbear to give effect to it becau‘e 
the horse was stolen rather than taken under an 
honest claim of rigiit? Surely no such discrimina- 
tion in favor of criminal possession is made or can 
be made by the law of the land. 

It certainly does not appear that there was any 
want of jurisdiction of the court over the subject 
matter or the person, or any want of power to make 
the order for turning over the assets to the receiver 
or the order for the imprisoument of the plaintiff in 
error until he should comply therewith. This be- 
ing so, the validity of that order is to be taken for 
granted in this proceeding, and whether it was er- 
roneous or not is not open to Inquiry. The order 
being valid, the imprisonment under it was not 
unlawful and the remedy of the party to 
purge himseif of contempt is not by habeas 
corpus, but by application to the court by 
whose order he was in confinement. If the con- 
tempt is to be purged without compliance with the 
order of that court, itis there and there alone that 
the purging can take place. Certainly it could not 
take place before Judge Clarke, sitting asa habeas 
corpus court, although beis judge also of the court 
by which the commitment wasordered. The two 
courts are eutirely separate and distinct. a 

Tae order toremand the petitioner tothe former 

custody being the only judgment that could be 
roperly rendered on the petition the return 
hereto and the evide: ce submitted, the inadvert- 
ance of quashing the writ also was of no conse~« 
quenee, and is not cause for reversing a judgmeut 
o:herwis> eorrect. 

As the case was fuily heard before the writ was 

uashed. eud as the petitioner was not entitled to 

is discharge, the mere quashing of the writ was a 
harmless error, Judgment affirmed, 


Putin Close Confinement. 

Since August last Mr. Tolleson has been 
spending most of his time in a room in the 
hospital portion of the jail, but yesterday 
Judge Clarke issued an order requiring the 
sheriff to place him in acell. 

But it may be well to describe the jail for 
the benefit of those who have wever seen it. ‘+ j 

Inthe front part of the jail are the office 
and residence for the jailer. The second floor 
of that portion is cut up into small rooms with 
thorough ventilation and good lights and have 
been vsed for sick prisoners, no matter upon} 
What charge they were confined and however 
anxious they were to escape. 

Guards sufticient to protect the sheriff were, 
of course, always put on duty to watch the 
sick, whether it took one or a dozen. 

The wing to the main building contains the 
cells on two floors. 

The only difference between the cells and 
rooms in the hospital are the iron bars. 

There are none on the second floor of the 
main building,. 

Previous to Mr. Tolleson’s occupancy of a 
foom in the hospital, he had been confined in 
one of the iron bound celis, These cells have 
to be scoured every day,in order to keep 
the vermin away, and the floors are 
tlways damp. This dampness affected 
his throat and when the sheriff read Dr. 
Hobbs’s sworn statement and became satisfied 
that his prisoner’s health demanded it, he 
issued an order or gave instructions for his re- 
moval to the hospital. 

The order, however; did not exempt Mr. 
Tolleson from the guard; on the contrary, he 
was required by instructions to obey the orders 
of the jail guards just as other prisoners are. 

Long before his removal from the cell to the 
#0spital the jailers and sheriff became thor- 
@ughly satisfied that Mr. Tolleson could not 
leave, 

“his, with the prisoner’s general goed con- 
duct drove all uneasiness from the jailer’s 
Mind and they did not think it necessary to 
Increase the guards, They informed Mr. 
Tolleson that he must conduct himself in his 
tick room as if he was in a cell and that he 
would be under the orders of the guard on 
duty. 

During the day the windows were up and 
though the door to the room was unlocked he 
Was not allowed out of his ward. 

At night the doors to the ward and the ex- 
its from the jail building were all locked and 
he could not escape. 

When Mr. Tolleson wag moved from the cell 
to the hospital his furniture was moved with 

im—the only change being a large bed for a 
Single bed, The other furniture were a rock- 
{ng chair, a cane bottom chair, atable and a 
bowl and pitcher. 

These have all been moved back into his 
cell, the single bed going in place of the double 
one, 80 as to give more room. 
ot his removal Mr. Tolleson feels sore and 

inks that the real facts have not been pre- 
sented to J udge Clarke, for whom he enter- 
tains the highest respect. He was sitting in

Very often sick persons charged with forgery, 
robbery and other crimes are put in the hosp- 
tal part of the jail. as it bas been the custom 
to put sick prisoners there ever since the jail 
was built, twenty years aco. I am surprised 
that Judge Marshall J. Clarke should order 
meé to be placed in any particular partof the 
jail,aud must think he has not been cor- 
rectly informed. I understand that he told 
one of my attorneys last week that he had no 
personal feeling against me, and I am quite 
sure I see no reason why he should have. All 
this building is legally and actually Fulton 
county jail, and I eannot see why it should 
make any difference about what portion of the 
jail | am confined in.”’ 

Think you can stand this?” 
_ “No, Cean’t. It is true that my health has 
improved very much since last July, but be- 
cause I was allowed to stay at my home for 
thirty-six days during my wife’s illness, ana 
i because I wasin the hospital. The fresh 

r and exercise, as well as the eareful treat- 


‘ment of Dr. Hobbs, did me a great deal of 


good. Before I went home I did not eat any 
thing except soup and crackers for more than 
a month, and while at home I ate nothing ex 
cept fruit and light food.” 

‘‘And the hospital was better for you than 
this?” j 
“Indeed, it was, I would have been dead 
if 1 had been kept here allthe time. My throat 
has been improving for two reasons: First, be- 
cause being allowed to stay in that hospital part 
of the jail; second, Iam allowed to zo to Dr. 
Hobbs’ office once a week for treatmeat. Jail- 
ers Poole and Ozburn put me in one of the 
hospital rooms not because they wish to treat 
me any better than other prisoners, but be- 
cause of ny throat disease. Colonel Thomas, 
the sheriff, covers the ground in his statement 
about my being looked aiter by the night as 
well as the day guards. The jailers are per- 
fectly willing to take all risksof my escaping.”’ 

‘You have had chances to escape ?”’ 

“Plenty of them, but the thought has never 
entered my mind. Why, I knew my trouble 
Was coming six days before I was committed 
to jail for contempt or even served with any 
notice of any kind to appear before Juage 
Clarke, but I would not run and wil‘ 
never doso. Itisa well known fact that I 
stayed at lrome thirty-six days without being 
guarded, and made not the slightest attempt 
to escape. I would not run away under any 
circumstances. When I leave this jail I shall 
do so legally and honorably in every respect or 
be taken out dead or dying. I will always be- 
lieve that I have alreaity suffered enough pun- 
ishment for the alleged contempt, and I 
should be taken out and indicted for perjury, 
provided they think I have sworn falsely, or 
tried for larceny after trust if they think I 
have misapplied the assets of the plaintiffs. 
People who are really well posted sbout 
my case and know my _ views 
about meeting difficulties fully 
understand, and readily admit, that I. would 
die in jail rather than try to escape.’ 

‘*How will it end ?’’ 

“That I cannot tell, but I have an ‘abiding 
faith in Judge Clarke and justice. I am de-« 
tained wrongfully, and when he sees it @ill 
release me, and he willseeit. Rightis mighty 
and will prevail in theend. Of course, I can- 
not live very longin this damp cell, as my 
throat will gradually get worse as long as I 
stay in any damp piace. Give me pure, fresh, 
dry air, and I venture to say I will live longer 
than any of my persecutors and do business in 
Atlanta after they are dead and gone, but it 
will only be a question of time, as far as my 
life is concerned, if I am kept in a damp place. 
Idonotana never did become discouraged 
under any sort of difliculties, but, regardless 
of what any one may say, I know I have a 
dangerous throat disease. Iam not in jail on 
any criminal, but a civil process. All the 
other prisoners bave the privilege of giving a 
bond, but I am not allowed to give any kind 
of a bond.”’ 


THE CONLEY CASE, 


A New Trial Granted by the Supreme Court 
Yesterday. 

The supreme court yesterday handed down 
a decision in the Conley case. They granted a new 
trialon the grounds thatthe complaint had been 
amended after the case went to trial, and the lower 
court was in errorin permitting the change tobe 
made. Following is the text of the decision: 

Conley vs. the State. 

Blandford, justice. 

The only assignment of error which is necessary 


40 be consfdered and decided in this case iethe 


complaintof the plaintiff in error that the court 
erredin allowing the accusatfon to be amended so 
as to charge the offense as having been committed 
in the county of Fulton, this having been omitted 
in the original accusation, and it appearing that 
the accused had been put upon nis trial, a jury se- 
lected, all the testimony submitted and argument 
of counsel to some extent heard, when this 
amendment owas allowed and _ the case 
proceeded without an roof being offered 
other than that which had already been submitted 
to the court. 

The offense in this case was created by the acts of 
1871 (acts 1871—2, p. 71.) and the acts amendatory 
thereot. Code 4600-4601 (a) acts 1887 p 37. The ac- 
cusation takes the place of ah indictment. We 
know of no practice or decision of any court of this 
state allowing pyoceedings of this sortto be amend- 
ed under the circumstances of this case. 

The constitntion provides that a person acuused 
of crime shali be tried in the county where the 
crime was committed.” This court has held from 
the first that it is necessary for the state to prove 
that she crime was committed in the county where 
the trial was had and upon failure todo this new 
trials have been awarded. If it is necessary to 
prove the at in which the crime was com- 
mitted, and that it was in thesamecounty in which 
the trial is proonesing. it would seem to be essential 
that the indictment or an accusation which charges 
the crime upon the defendant should 
also allege thatthe crime was committed in the 
county in which su indictment or accusation is 
proceeding. Withoutitthe indictment or accusa- 
tion is demurrable, and In this case a motion in ar- 
rest of juigment would have been good. No person 
can be put on trial foran offense which is not pro~ 
scribed by the legislature, Our statute of amend. 
ments does not apply to accusations. The solicitor 
of the city court, befere trial ofa criminal case and 
before the selection of a jury, can at any time 
amend the aceusation as he may deem preper, but 
it is too late to amend after the pany has been put 
upon bis trial, as was dene in this case, 

So we think the court below erred in allowing the 
amendment to the accusation in this case, and the 
judgment is reversed.

totheir wants, The interment occurred in the 
Second Baptist chureh lot, and a long procession 
followed the remains to their last resting place, 
where tender hands laid the world- weary form to 
rest. 

Mrs. Bloss was a remarkable woman, with a 
remarkable history. Forty-nine cals ago 
she was born in ew ork, her 
father, Dr. Long, being a man of wealth and in- 
fluence. .She married Dr. Bioss, who was the son of 
a wealthy physician, and for several years her life 
was all that a woman’s heart could desire.

county, Ga. 

A year ago she came back and resumed charge of 
the home, asking that she be paid no salary, but 
that she be allowed to devote herself to the interests 
ofthe home. The association, however, insisted on 
paying her something, and last July her salary was 
doubled. 

Ten days ago she wasattacked with acute pleurisey, 
and she suffered intenscly duging the time of her 
illness. Dr. Stainback Wilson, who attended her, 
seid yesterday that he never saw a finer iliusiration 
of Christian jaith and fortitude. 

In her last hoursshe said: “Iam not afraid to 
die. Iam fully prepared to go; but oh, how I regret 
to have to ieave these fiitle children?’ 

She did not want her body sent back to New 
York, where her family have an elegant lot fn 
Greenwood, but preferred to be buried here. She 
has a sister,a Mrs. Morgan, in that city, and an- 
other in Chicago.

“This is about as good a time as any. I want to 
Say that the charges for lots made by that West- 
view Cemetery srnpeny are outrageous. No r 
man can buy one. Why, they are charging from 
$165 to $200 for a lot. That is taking advantage of 
a liye man who hasa dead one on his bands and 
nobody can afford to pay it.’’ 

Mr. Haas arose to a poiut of order, saying that 
Mr. Woodward was talking about something that 
the report had not considered. 

Mr. Amorous thought the company was right in 
asking a good price for the Jots, asthe place had to 
be planted in flowers and the graves cared for. 

“But let the lots be so:'d cheap,’ said Mr. Wood- 
ward, “and letevery man take care of bis own 
graves. The way they are selling lots out there 
makes their land worth $25,000 or $30,000 an acre, 
I move now, too, thata special committee be ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability of securing 4a 
new cemetery for the city like Oakland was.” 

“The solution of the question the tax committee 
bas in hand,” said Mr. Moran, “is easy.

The Western Atlanta Street Railroad com- 
pany was discussed again. 

“‘At the last meeting,’’ said Mr. Haas, “I gave 
notice that I'd move a reconsideration aud Ido so 
now.”’ 

Mr. Middlebrooks showed that Mr. Haas had 
voted on the wrong side to move a reconsideration. 

‘*Then I'll move it,” said Mr. Hirsch. 

“And I move to table the motion to reconsider,” 
said Mr. Howell. 

‘Nine out of ten people on Forsyth street,’’ said 
Mr. Haas, “object to that road and the same can 
be said of Whitehall. The cotton men say that the 
street car track drove them off Broad and 
that it will hurt them on Forsyth, 
Then, too, the overhead electric system is danger- 
ous, Two years ago, before 1 was a member of this 
body, I went to Montgomery to investigate that 
electric system there with a view to putting it on 
the Metropolitan line, but I found it so dangerous 
that we would uot try it. Just now New York’s 
jaayor istrying to putall the electric wires under 
peeens because they are dangerous, and shall we 

gin where New York has lefe off?. I have bere a 
paper showing where fifteen or twenty people have 
peen killed by the electric light wiren Why not 
require them to use the wire undergrond, as Mr. 

teel, the man whois building it, says it will cost 
very littie more. What is a life to the difierence in 
the cos ?”’ 

Mr. Woodwaad spoke iu favor of the road. 

So did Mr Middlebrooks, 

“The only objection I have,’ said Mr, Inman, ‘is 
the right of way over Broad Street bridge. That alone 
ought to be worth $10,000. The truth is we are giving 
away our streets for nothing when we sbou.d get 
pay for them.” 

‘Don’t you think, Mr. Inman,’’ asked Mr. Howell, 
“that the increase in the value of the suburbs gives 
us a Value recefyed? I think we should do all we can 
to assist the development of the city. As to the 
danger, it is weil known that everything progressive 
has itgsdanger. l1’d like to ask Mr. Haasif he didn’t 
vote for the electric lights two ycars ago?’’ 

‘TI did,’’ said Mr. Haas. 

“And that record you are reading shows that 
every one of those deaths were by electric 
light wires—not  eleciric car wires I 
am for the railroad, but I’m for having them make 
it safe. I don’t want to make the companies bank- 
rupt with upLecessary expense, so that Mr. Haas 
could buy ’em at fitty cents on the dollar.’’

In supporting the motion Mr. Morau said that 
there had been a remarkable increase in the num- 
ber of pupils, both from immigrzatton, aua from the 
recentiy extended limits of the citr. New sehool- 
houses were now needed in the outer portions of the 
city, aud not less than three would be required for 
the whites alone, which would call for an expendi- 
ture of $45,000. The colored pupils would also have 
to be taken care of. The board of education could 
not provide for the education of these children 
unless the city council found some . means 
of giving wot less than $60,000 in 1890 
for the erection of new school buildings. The 
first duty of tbe new council which meets here iu 
January should be to asstire the board of education 
of this appropriation. In that way the buildings 
could be re to recelve scholarsin September of 
next year. If this action is not taken it means 
that for another whole year thousands of children 
must be deprived of the education to which the
